‘The Carbinet this evening, at an 
extraordinary sesaton, decided to 
approve the recommendation of 
the Minister of Finance, after 
‘consultations with the Governor 
of the Bank of Israel, that the 
exchange rate of the Israel pound 
whi henceforth be 1Π4.20 for 
one US. dollar. The exchange 
rates of other foreign currencies 
will be corrected as required 
from time to time, in accord- 
ance with their exchange rates 
in relation to the dollar. 

The Minister of Finance, and 
‘Commerce and Industry hag been 
authorized to promulgate emer- 
gency regulations which will lay 
down the arrangements required 
following the alteration of the 
exchange rate. Details of the re- 
gulations will be gazetted on 
Sunday morning. 

Tt has been decided to request

The devaluation effectively chang- 
ed the exchange rate of the Jordan-

Together with the devaluation 
announcement, the Government last 
night issued an Emergency Regula- 
tions order declaring a “bank 
holiday” today.

— ἘΠῚ Landeau, the 
military correspondent of “Ma’ariv,” 
was on Friday remanded in custody 


for six days by the Magistrates 
Court here on suspicion of being 


invoived in a case concerning stolen 
goods. - ; 
Magistrate Boris Rapoport issued 
the remand order after police claim- 
ed that Mr. Landau knew the 
identity of the burglar who on 
‘August 1 had broken into the 


‘Hagar'in agricultural supplies and 


pesticides goods store at 11 Rehov 
Carlebach here and that he had 
received I210,000 from Amos and 
Ze'ev Ben-Shahar, owners of 2 
similar store where part of the 
stolen goods were reportedly re- 
covered by the police. 

Judge Repoport, in issuing the 
remand order for Mr. Landau, point- 
ed out that the case was “strange 
‘but serious.” 

According to Chief Inspector A. 
Lavie, the police allegations are 
based on a face-to-face confronta- 
tion they said took place between 
Mr. Landau and Amos Ben-Shahar, 
and on signed statements by the 
®en-Shahar brothers. 

The Ben-Shehar brothers were 
remanded in custody for four days 
pending investigation. The police 
sald they were cooperating. The 
police still do not know the identity 


of the burgiar, Inspector Lavie 
told the court. 

Mr. Shmuel Tamir, Mr. Landau's 
defence .counsel, said he did not 
oppose the remand but wanted it 
for a shorter period. He sald he 
has not yet spoken to his client in 
private, Mr. Tamir did not want to 
elaborate on the case, but remarked 
that the accusation was “absurd” — 
Mr. Landau, a noted journalist, had 
a steady income, was married and 
hed children, and it was incon- 
ceivable that he would be involved 
in selling stolen goods, as the police 
alleged. 

Inspector Lavie retorted that the 
case was a complicated one, with 
the identity of the burglar being the 
big question, Therefore, if he were 
compelled to restrict his investiga- 
tion the entire proceedings may 
fall, 

‘The magistrate agreed, saying 
that it was certain that releasing 
Mr. ‘Landau at this stage wouki 
obstruct the investigation, He there- 
fore ordered Mr. Landau held for 
six days. 

Mr, Landau and Mr, Amos Ben- 
Shehar are neighbours in Herzliya. 
‘When 8 policeman was sent to fetch 
Mr. Landav, he was in Mr. Ben- 
Shahar’s house. Mr. Landau was 
reportedly surprised when he was 
accused — but, according to the 
police, he later remarked: “What 
happened? You must be mad!”
